The News. 
The crowded bttito ot our columnB 
provonts moro than a passing notioo o! 
tho exciting nowH from Iroland. The 
Fenians havo at Jast risen in tho 
vicinity of Killanioy, and after killing 
a police guard and committing depre- 
dations upon property, havo fled to 
tho mountains, whore they stand a 
fair chance of being captured by tho 
Government troops. Tho first des- 
patch — to tho effect that two shiploads 
of mon had bocn landed on the coast — 
is discredited by later intelligence, 
which treats tho affair as a local re- 
volt that tho Government has well in 
hand. Tho tolograph wires having 
boon destroyed for many milos, tho 
amount of mischiof theso misguided 
H'rotohoB liavo already wrought can. 
not at present bo ascertained. Valen- 
cia, tho point at which tho Fenians 
nppoar to havo first aimod, is situated 
on tho S. W. coast of Ireland, and is 
celebrated as tho terminus of tho 
Atlantic cables, for tho safety ot which 
there is reason to fear. Tho inhab- 
itants ol Counties Kerry and Munator 
— tho disaffected dihtricts — aro mostly 
Catholics. Tho highest mountains in 
Ireland run through theso counties. 
Mallow Junction, at which point tho 
troops, under Colonel Haswoll, uro 
said to bo concentrating, ifl ro-cn'l d 
from being tho junction of tho Groat 
Southeastern and Killarnoy Branch 
railways. In its immediate vicinity 
aro sevoral extensive military estab- 
lishments. Tho fino harbors of .Ban- 
try Bay and Konmaro offer facilities for 
the landing of troops which aro not to 
bo found clsowhoro on tho coasL. Wo 
look for additional and moro important 
despatchos to-day.

INDIAN LIQUOI! BILL. 

This Bill came up lor third reading. Hon 
Helmcken moved that it be rejected.

The act was very stringent, but it would be 
an act on paper only and would not Lave the 
effect they desired as the machinery did not 
exist in the country lor carrying it out. Ii 
would require hall the estimates io suppress 
the Indian Liquor traffic on the coast, and it 
was mere sham and mockery to persuade 
ourselves thai we were doing the Indiana 
good by it. The money it would take lo 
cany out the law could be put to a far better 
Ulo than catching half u dozen poor wretches 
who made their living by supplying liquor 
around the towns. In must cases iho miser- 
able beings did it in order to be kept in 
yrison and fed at the public expense, and 
where was the utility of catching hall-a- 
dozen for selling a bnltlu or two when 
some 1UU0 gallons were sold annually 
witiiout detection.

Stating that the Governor had 
given instructions, which he thought would 
ho satisfactory to the Council, respecting the 
remission ot harbour fees and dues. 

COMMITTEE of supply. 
On Iho order o! the day lor going into 
committee on supply, Hon DeOosmos rose 
and taid that tho Council was now entering 
upon tho most important part ol its Legis- 
lative duties, the voting of money for the 
use of the Government. He was prepared 
lo give every reasonable assistance to carry 
on the Government during theensu ng jear; 
but there was a want of information in the 
returns, from the absence of roturns of the 
revenue and expenditure for 'G(i. Now the 
returns ol preceding year 'Go, which was a 
prosperous one, would not assist members, 
and enable them 10 act intelligently in voting 
the supplies. He would therefore move that 
approximate roturns ot revenue and expen- 
diture lor : 6G be laid belore the Council, be- 
fore going into committee of supply, and 
would ask the House to allow those returns 
to be furnished ; he did not expect that the 
expenditure could be given in detail, but an 
approximation might be arrived at in 3 days, 
which would ho sufficient lor the purpose, 
and no serious delay would consequently oc« 
cur. The ioformation was wanted before he, 
lor one, could vote pro or oou j and lion, 
members need not rush in and voto blindly. 

Hon. Walkem, thought it would be a 
gracious act ot part of the Government, to 
grant Ihe information asked for. The vote 
und body of intelligence in tho present Coun- 
cil was larger, and limits of the Colony had 
been extended ; and as tho information 
asked for was needed by hon member", he 
did not think it could be refused. 

Hon 8outhgate seconded the motion, and 
hoped the Government would be able lo 
furnish the particulars required, as ihe House 
at present had not iho data to go upon. 

Hon President had every wish io lay in- 
formation before the Council on tho esti- 
mates, and every other subject, but the 
Council must be uwaro that large sums of 
money had been voted in Ihe Cariboo and 
Kootenay districts, the returns Irom which, 
would not be forthcoming lor some lime to 
come ; he hoped however, Unit they would 
not tie lound excessive. The Auditor was 
surleiled with work, and he thought that 
(•officiant ioformation could be derived Iroin 
tho returns ol 'G5. The principal item that 
would not be found in them, would be lur 
ocean mail service ; he would bo ready to 
adord all information required, and no doubt 
the lion Magistrate from Victoria would do 
the same, with respect to the Island. If it 
was Ihe wish of the House to delay the cli- 
mates, he should not oppose, ihough be did 
not see what was to be gained by it. 

lion Young did not see the necessity lor 
elaborate returns. It was very desirable 
that an approximate statement of the rev- 
enue should he laid belore the House, but not 
of the expenditure, with which l h is Council 
had not now to deal, and which had no bear- 
ing on the question. An appioximation ol 
the revenue of 'GG was a good criterion lo go 
upon, arid might be obtained io a shun 
time, but there was no necessity lor delay, in 
the meantime, as any item requiring infor- 
mation could be pos'poned. 

Hon Helmcken was very sorry to have to 
support his hon colleague ; he did not mean 
that he was sorry to bo lound on hisside.b ut 
but that he should have tout.k Government to 
concede this matter. A d iy or two, lo enable 
inforrniition to be furnished mat might re- 
move many difficulties, was really no loss of 
time, uud to go into the estimates without the 
returns ol income was very wrong. J| tbo 
condition of the country was taken into con- 
sideration, ihe doubts as lo the future, the 
anxieties as to the past, and the distrust in 
the public mind outeide o' this email place, 
die Government would at l.icc see the neces- 
sity of not going in opposition to Ihe rep- [ 
resentatives of tho people: He advised the J 
Government most sincerely not to go agaiust 
Hie popular members, as they wire called ; 
by so doing, existing difficulties would be 
only increased. The state ol ihe country de . j 
manded that ihe Couucil should be in pus- J 
se.«s on of every information ; to gn into ins '■ 
estimates and vole sums ol money blindly \ 
without knowing what revenue could be expect - I 
ed was wrong, and they should bo wanting in 
duty to their constituents, did they not ask — 
not demand — the information they were uio.il 
desirous ol having. Upon that information 
depended very much the com so they would 
have to adopt ; and they could not go icio 
iho estimates at the present moment. Seven 
hundred thousand dollars was a sum lhat 
did not accord w ith tbo notions ol Voncou- 
ver Islanders, who were accustomed lo den! 
with two or three hundred thousand, and they 
could not bo expecied to be so conversant 
with the stale and affairs of this country 
us thoso who lived in this secluded spot, 
where the hum of industry was never heard 
across tho etrecl. He therefore asked Ibe 
Government to concede tho point, not only 
lor convenience, not onTy lor the despatch ol 
business,, not only to enable them to act in- 
telligently, but th t they might allay the 
public mind, a dispute would not ulono 
bring tho Government into disreputo, but 
would servo to increase tbo feeling of mis. 
trust. 

Hon Itobson thought an approximate re- 
turn of tho revenue for last year was very 
desirable in voting tho supplies, but he agreed 
with tho hon Mr Young, that tho expendi- 
ture ivm of "ery Utile practical bearing, even 
if it could be had, which it could not. Thai 
they could bo tarnished in or ■! days was 
simply preposterous. The Auditor's report, 
it had been stated, would lake six months to 
frame ; tho expenditures on the mainland 
took u k"ig time to obtain. Passing by the 
poetry of the proceeding gentlemOD'fl remarks, 
his arguments only showed tho necessity lor 
returns of revenue, and not ol expenditure,

Hon Pemberton did not aoo how they 
could proceed without ut least approximate J 
returns of rovenue and expenditure.

Hon Macdonald moved in amendment, 
that an approximate return of revenue of 'GO 
bo laid before the Council beforo going into 
Committee.

Hon DeOosmos was surprised at such an 
amendment coming from the lion gentleman

London, Feb 14— Evening— Thd Govern- 
ment denies the statement as to the landing 
of a shipload ol Fenians at Valencia and in 
the Shannon, but admits tbora is a serious 
revolt near Killaroey, Tho wires near Valen- 
tin were cut uud destroyed for a long dis- 
tance in all directions. Riots and pillage are 
the order of the day. Several establishments 
were sacked on the coast and a guard of 
policemen wore killed. 

London, Feb. 15 — Morning — Eight hun- 
dred Fenians, Colonel O'Couticr commander, 
have relreated lo haunts about Killarney, 
Kerry county. Tho British Government have 
posted troops under Colonel Hassford, at 
Mallow Junction, Cork county, which com- 
mand Hill district. Intense excitement pre- 
vails in the neighbourhood ; many peoplo tire 
leuvinji precipitately. An ex-Captain of the 
United Stales volunteers bad arrived nt Kil- 
larr.ey. He is under suspicion as a Fenian 
leader. 

A largo number of marines from Ply. 
mouth arrived yesterday to proceed to the 
insurrectionary districts immediately, 

London, Feb. 15 — Noon — Tho telegraph 
wiles llirough tho insurrectionary distriots in 
Ireland, have been cut in all directions, 
Tho iiowh Irom that quarter has been sup< 
pressed by the authorities for prudential 
reasons, 

A largo Fenian party has boon surrounded 
by the National troops in Tony (?)woods, and 
tlio chance of their escape is exceedingly 
small. The hand of 800 Fenians which ro 
treated to the Hill districts, near Killarney 
is aliil at large, mid ure spreading ; thus far 
tlicy aro confined to Kerry and Cork, and 
will not spread further. 

The British Government informed Parlia- 
ment that Colonel llassford's force is too 
small to follow the Feniana into Tony woods, 
but hope by surrounding it to prevent their 
escnpo. 

The Irish authorities havo assured tho 
UovernmoDt lhat the outbreak will bo totally 
quelled.

woman is that"? told him it was Harrop"; 
pioposed to send for Mr Robtl : Gent ur In- 
dian, and staid till RoDb aad his son came; 
Holder was much excited, and grasped at 
thing's. 

Cross-cx.imined by Mr Robertson —Holder 
had been lo a jollification two weeks before 
and appeared the worse of liquor ; two days 
after Holder said ho would knock ofl drink- 
ing — his hands shock very much ; he talked 
about losing money in bis business — and said 
he svuu ufruid of Mitchell, Fuhey und Bailey; 
said they wanted lo get in and shoot biro ; 
he only slept half an honi at a tiir,-! when I 
was with him; iho other men tied him up — 
tied his bands and legs; hud observed Hol- 
der with an axe trying to knock nails into 
a baif:, induced him lo give it up; subse- 
quently Holder got a cheese knife which I 
also tock away Irom him, heard no shots 
alter Hai top was hurt ; tho shots must have 
been fired inside i.ho bouse; don't kuow any- 
thing lo Holder's prejudice; Harrop had no 
quarrel wilti Holder thai was known ; t bey 
were next neighbours, and always appeared 
good friends. 

James Ilobb, farmer at Comox, sworn — 
Was well acquainted wMi Harrop; had 
known Holder 18 months; was Bent lor to 
Holder's store on the 1st January, at half- 
past 8 in the morning; saw Holder ailer- 
vvards about 12 o'clock, in house adjoining 
store ; Holden had something unusual about 
his appearance; ho was bound lo tho wall — 
had his hands tied behind, and his legs were 
bound ; his eyes protuded from his head, ui d 
had u glazed appearance ; several settlers 
who «-ere present expressed great syn pathy 
lor Harrop. 

Cross-examined by Mr Robertson— Al- 
ways feuod Holder civil and obliging ; never 
knew any onu that was riot on good terms 
with Holder. Witness brought Harrop 
down to Victoria — Holder came wilh them, 
and always showed the greatest regret for 
Uarrop'a misfortune; was always vei . 
kind, und helped me to movo Harrop, who 
had to be moved frequently. 

Dr Davie — Had made a post mortem 
examination of ihe deceased manllariop; 
found a mark like a gun Bhot wound under 
loll arm; traced the course of the ball 
through Ihe left ribs and discovered Iho ball 
now .produced ; tho efieot ol ihe wound was 
to produce great nei vous depression, con- 
cussion id' the spinal column and would 
probably destroy life ; immediate effeota wore 
inflammation ol the pleura ami bowels. 

Cross-examined by Mr Robertson — Delir- 
ium tremens was produced by excessive 
depression followed by over oxoitemcnt, ond 
subsequent abstinence from stimulant:, 
causing subsidence of the brain ; this was 
billowed by a speuies ol temporary Insanity 
with incapability for self eoutrol ; witness 
wus examined at considerable length by Ihe 
learned counsel und tho Clue! Justice, nil, 
however, resulting in the above conclusions. 

Mr Robertson, in an eloquent address, 
pointed out, ihe tendency ot the evidence an 
showing clearly that Ihe accident occurred 
not Irom tho immediate effects ol drink, 
but from the di^sso of Iho brain which 
supervened ; that consequently ho was iiu- 



. lloon ; said he saw creeping thing- about 
the "round, believed there were Indians in 



the trees who wanted to shoot hi 
tho day after the accident bound ; be still 
ta bed incohe rently; he suid ho did not know 
why ho was bound ; when he came lo my 
bouse did not smell of liquor, nor appear to 
be chunk ; nor did I observe any appeuranoe 
of liquor when J saw him after iho accident. 
He wroie a note to me which 1 have now, it 
is dated oMst December ; 1 received :t the 
same d#y ; :he efieot ol it was Dial J. J. 
Hart was to Uku charge ol tiis box of 
clothes if be got killed that day and take 
thorn down to Victoria lor disposal ; n :oiher 
note wan'fauntl on Holder's counter, thn oun- 
teVt<!s of wlTrch were equally extraordinary, 
he always considered bim a stei.dy, sober 
man. 

Jules Rucff — Knew prisonc: six year : ; be 
had been three years in witness' employ ; 
knew him to bo a most humane and kind 
heat-led ir.sn, 

Louis L'Hotolier — Knew the prisoner 
during the three years he was in the employ 
of Sporborg & Rueff ; always noted him us a 
sober, steady young man ; although very 
strong he was as gentle as a child ; i flered 
him drink, us witness dealt in liquors, but 
prisoner always refused. 
| T. Harris — Knew prisoner for sovtrul 
years; had a good opportunity of jiuigi- g and 
, thought liini a most exemplary yciuug man. 
J. I'. Davies sworn — Had known Holder for 
about 3 years, and gave bim a good character 
for sobriety aud kindly disposition. 

Dr. Davie, jr., sworn — Testified to the svmp 
toms of delirium tremens, and to the likelihood 
of persons injuring their friends as well as 
enemies. 

David Leaevue sworn— (live the accused 
an excellent character, and supposed him to 
lie about the last man to commit so grave an 
offence. 

John Rosa swo- i — Came from England In 
the .■ inn- ship with tha prisoner : be behaved 
iiuioiiy and appear d to be of a kindly disposi- 
tion. 

Sheriff Adatsso n sworn— -Prisoner made an 
assignment of his effects in N "ember last; 
was one ot ii:s assignees; ho aeomed to be 
much ehV.ted by bis fa line. 

.' . Bunster testified to the ;ood character of 
the prisoner. 

J, It. Oarmichaol sworn— Kuow prisoner 
well ; camo to tho country with him; he was 
kind, benevolent and unassuming hia char- 
acter was excellent. 

The .Solicitor General briefly addressed the 
jury on behalf of the prosecution, and said that 
it was for the jury to find whether the act was 
committed while tho prisoner was laboring 
under an illusion which rendered him irres- 
ponsible for li is acts. 

Mr Robertson followed in an able address 
on behalf of the prisoner, claiming an Re- 
quital on the ground of tho insanity, not 
partial, but total insanity. The evidence 
showed that ho was not sane at the time; he 
fancied that some persons were about to 
take away bis hie ; he hail fired ofl pistols 
and gnus for two days, ho complained that 
Indians were about to Bhoot him, that little 
devils were attempting to take his life. lie 
was crazy on the one point that some one 
was trying to hike his life. Tho learned 
counsel quoted from u decision as to tho 
irrespon6ioility of a person who was 
crazy upon one point. 

Tho Chief Jusiioe— Justice Small differed 
with the other judges on that point. 

Mr Robertson— Yes my lord, but this is 
the opinion ol the nnjoriiy ol the judge-. 
Holder did not even know his friend Irom a 
woman when he saw him lying on the floor, 
aad he wrote two letters, the incoherent 
ienor of which showed that bis mind was 
sli'iitercd, When the whols thing was over, 
evhen reason resumed her sway, we And 
him overwhelming his wounded friend with 
kin Juess aud attention, i n character of the 
pri oner was irreproachable, lie had been 
she vn to have a kind, benevolent disposition, 
and was it likely that a mm noted for his 
humanity would bo guilty of a deliberate 
murder ? 

f'ho Chief Justice in summing up said 
that the kidinir of Henry Harrop by tho 
prisoner was udmititd ; on that point, t he 
verdict, must bo guilty. The question of 
sane or insane at the time of committing 
the act rested with the jury to decide, If a 
man in a state of drunkenness commits a 
crime be is responsible iu the eyes ol the 
law ; he cannot set up the plea of drunken* 
ness as an excuse tor tin, act. If a man be- 
in a state of mental aberration flowing from 
drunkenness, it be be only partially insane 
Irom such a cause and commits a crime . he 
is still responsible for his acts. Thejury 
must throw aside every feeling of .sympathy, 
and must consider the ease impartially. Tha 
dying man acquitted the prisoner of a rnalev 
olant motive, but there was a singular 
circumstance connected with the homicide 
to which the jury must give weight. Holder 
fired ofl till the barrels but one and the 
turned suid " I've one barrel left for yen 
and fires and wounds the man. It was a 
question whethei he thought Harrop was 
breaking in to the house, or whethei 
he knew him and intended to kill hop 
The act of covering up the wouuded-maii 
seemed to show that Holder was aware of 
ihe crime lie had committed, and that ai lion 
'alien in connection with ihe remark, ' I've 
one barrel lull for you," his lordship said, bo 
was bound to tell tho jury did not show 
Holder to have been in a state ol mind that 
would justily a verdict of insanity. Two 
nights before tho hofieide the prisoner asks 
a hieod to come nnds'eep with him lo pro- 
tect him Horn imaginary danger: thai i« 
luest was a high lest ol sanity. Harrop came 
down to lake cure ol Holdar on the nigot of 
the Bhooting, Too prisoner appears to have 
been ol a humane disposition, but ho had met 
with losses in business, and took to exces- 
sive drinking, which he continued till within 
two days ol the shooting, when he stopped 
and diel not drii k a drop. His lordship con- 
tinued lo retnurk upon tha evidence, and 
laid that unless the prisoner hail satisfied 
the jeny that he was in a slate of tr>>:::\ thai 
rendered hi in irresponsible lor bis acia they 
were bound lo find Against him on the ques- 
tion of insanity. His lordship lastly alluded 
to Dr Davie's evidence, who was ot opinion 
that Holder might have kuoivh tli i ditler- 
cneo between rimn and wrong to some ex- 
tent, but not so well as n man iu tho full 
possession o I his sens r. if such whs the 
opinion ol Iho jury, ihey were bound lo find 
against iho prisoner. Fourteen oul ol lilteen 
judges iu England had come o the conclu- 
sion that that degree ol mental abeiration 
waB not sufficient lo acquit a man of the 
legal responsibility of his net, The evidence 
ot Dr Davie, jr., supported that ol his lather 
upon this point. A man might bo surrounded 
by all the imaginings with wbioh this man 
was surrounded, and yet bo lally awine of 
what hu wus doing, The jury had to find— 
1st. A veidict ol guilty ol manslaughter ; 
2d. Whether the prisoner was sane 01 insane 
at the time of committing the uot. 

Thejury here retuod, and returned a ver- 
dict ol guilty of manslaughter while laboring 
under temporary insanity. The prisoner 
was then remanded to await the pleasure of 
Hor Mnj.iety.
